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Jury told 
victim.69, 
had heart 
condition 

A PENSIONER who died 
after a burglar burst into his 
West Bromwich home had a 
pre-existing heart condition, 
a court heard. 

David Peniket, aged 69, 
suffered a heart attack and 
died after he was punched 
and pushed to the floor by 
the intruder on May 2 last 
year, Wolverhampton Crown 
Court heard. 

It is alleged that 46-year- 
old Gordon Whitehouse, 
who lived in the same street, 
targeted Mr Peniket and his 
wife Marcia because they 
were vulnerable. 

Dr Nicholas Hunt, a 
pathologist, told the jury 
about Mr Peniket’s heart 
condition. 

He said Mr Peniket could 
have had a cardiac arrest at 
any time. He said: “A person 
who has serious heart dis¬ 
ease should not get involved 
in any stressful situation. 

“If there was violence or 
in this case a struggle, then 
I believe that this would 
have pushed him over the 
edge and de-stabilised his 
heart.” 

Earlier the court heard 
that a parka coat found 
nearby had Whitehouse’s 
DNA with a spot of blood 
from Mr Peniket. 

Whitehouse, of Bedford 
Road, denies manslaughter, 
aggravated burglary and 
possessing an imitation 
firearm. The trial continues. 

£3m boost 
for centre 

SANDWELL Council has 
agreed to invest millions in 
a scheme to transform West 
Bromwich’s Queen’s Square 
shopping centre. 

The council has agreed a 
package of measures that 
will see the authority invest 
£3m in improvements. The 
building’s tenants are to 
invest £2.5 million.

NEW COUNCIL MOVE 
TO COMBAT SKKIES

WORKERS at Sandwell Council are to get help with man¬ 
aging their bills under plans to combat the number of peo¬ 
ple taking time off work with stress caused by financial 
worries. 


The authority is looking at providing its staff with domestic financial planning 
services in the hope it will reduce the number of people taking time off with 
stress. News of the scheme comes as it was revealed council workers - who took 
an average of 10 days off each last year - are taking more sick leave on Mondays 

and Fridays than other week days. 

Talking about the idea on his online blog, 
council leader Jan Britton said he had been 
in discussions with improvement and effi¬ 
ciency director, Melanie Dudley, about how 
attendance could be improved. 

He said: “Melanie’s team are busy 
analysing the causes and patterns of sick¬ 
ness - interestingly, Mondays and Fridays 
account for a far greater proportion of 
absences than the other days of the week - 
and thinking about what else we might be 
able to do to help those employees with par¬ 
ticularly high levels of absence, and improve 
the general well-being of all employees. 

“One of the things that some employers 
do is provide access to support services like 
domestic financial planning to help reduce 
sickness absence from stress. 

Launched 

“We’re looking at all the options.” 

The council has already introduced a 
scheme to cut sickness where workers ring 
nurses directly instead of their line man¬ 
ager. 

Mr Britton said the new Sickness Referral 
Service seemed to be going well. 

But he added: “It only launched in 
December, so it’s too early to know whether 
it’s having the desired effect - and what we 
might do next.” 

The average figure of 9.66 days absence 
per council worker is down on figures for 
2009/10. 

In that year the authority’s staff took an 
average of 10.58 days off sick, and five years 
ago employees took an average of 14 days 
each. 

Latest figures place national sickness 
absence for councils at around eight days 
per employee. 

In the private sector average absence 
stands at between six and six-and-a-half 
days per employee. 


Number of 
jobless down 
in borough 

THE number claiming jobseeker’s 
allowance fell in Sandwell, bucking the 
national and the West Midland trends. 
According to the latest figures, the number 
of claimants in the borough was down by 24 
last month. 

That comes against a picture of rising 
unemployment elsewhere. The number out 
of work increased nationally by 118,000 
between September and November to 2.68 
million - a 17-year high. 

The number of people claiming job¬ 
seeker’s allowance last month also 
increased on the month by 1,200 to 1.6 mil¬ 
lion, said the Office for National Statistics. 

It was the highest for a year after the 
10th consecutive monthly rise. 

The West Midlands saw a rise of 726 to 
165,250, but in Sandwell the number of 
claimants fell to 13,478, or 7.3 per cent of 
the borough’s workforce. 

Nationally the jobless total - an unem¬ 
ployment rate of 8.4 per cent - saw a record 
number of young people out of work. 

The number of unemployed 16 to 24- 
year-olds increased by 52,000 over the quar¬ 
ter to 1.04 million, the highest since records 
began in 1992. 

The number of part-time workers has 
risen by 44,000.

Designs and details of potential 
sites will be released by the fire serv¬ 
ice in the coming weeks. 

It comes as campaigners launch a

Fire Station on March 31 and cut 
the 24-hour crew, which also serves 
Cradley Heath. If the judicial review 
fails, the closure will go ahead and a 
new station will be constructed. 

The Halesowen station is 
expected to be sold-off after the clo¬ 
sure. Cradley Heath will be used as 
an interim base for its one engine 
while designs are developed. Origi¬ 
nally, options included renting an 


existing building or refurbishing the 
Mace Street site - but these have 
now been scrapped. 

Chairman of West Midlands Fire 
Authority Councillor John Edwards 
said: “We will share ideas on the 
choice of location and design of the 
new station at drop-in sessions in a 
few weeks’ time to get local views 
prior to a final decision by the 
authority on April 16.” 


Dog starved to death as 
couple went on holiday 


A DOG starved to death as its owners went on 
a 10-day holiday, leaving it without food or 
water at a house in Wednesbury, a court heard. 

A police officer visited the former home of Samantha 
Peters and Matthew Murray in Lowe Avenue, last October, 
following reports that there was a dog alone inside. 

The officer found the “severely emaciated” dead dog in 
the unlocked home. 

Mrs Gaynor Sutton, pros¬ 
ecuting on behalf of the 
RSPCA, outlined the case at 
Walsall Magistrates court. 

She said a vet who exam¬ 
ined the dog gave it an ema¬ 
ciation score of 0.5, where 
one is emaciated and nine is 
obese. It weighed 6kg. 

Police liaised with Walsall 
Housing Group, which owns 
the property, to get hold of 
the holidaying couple. 

“The officer describes a 
conversation with Mr Mur¬ 
ray and said he was abusive 
and hung up three times,” 
Mrs Sutton said. 

“The vet said the dog 
would have suffered for at 
least two weeks if fed noth¬ 
ing. If she had been fed an 
inadequate diet, then the 
suffering would have been 
much longer.” 

Check 

The pair said they had left 
the property unlocked to 
allow 24-year-old Peters’ sis¬ 
ter to check on the house, 
but she had become ill. 

Mrs Penny Chapman, def¬ 
ending, said Murray had 
been given the Staffordshire 
bull terrier type dog. When 
Peters had taken it out for a 
walk she had attacked a 
neighbour’s dog. 

They had tried to get 
someone to take the dog and 
had rung kennels but when 
they said it was aggressive 
no-one would accept it, Mrs 
Chapman said. 

“They are both extremely 
ashamed,” she added. 

Peters and Murray, 29, of 
Hall Street East, Darlaston, 
admitted causing unneces¬ 
sary suffering to an animal. 
The case was adjourned 
until February 7.

Sandwell’s finance boss

“The start of demolition is a 
major milestone for the proj¬ 
ect and a big step forward in 
the regeneration of the bor¬ 
ough. 

“The centre will be a major 
asset to the community, giv¬ 
ing equal access to people 
with disabilities.” 

The centre will be one of 
the few venues of its type in 
the country. It will also 
include a cafe, four-court 
sports hall, hydrotherapy 
pool for rehabilitation, a 
climbing wall, dance studio, 
fitness suite and all-weather 
pitch for football.

SCHOOL staff have been 
banned from parking next to 
three education centres in 
Wednesbury so children can 
safely cross the road without 
parked cars blocking views. 

Parking restrictions have 
been put in place on Connor 
Road, near Connor Educa¬ 
tion Centre, Hillside Chil¬ 
dren’s Centre and Penny hill 
Primary School. Council 
officers said staff parked on 
Connor Road, narrowing the 
road during the day.

A TIPTON firm is celebrating its 25th 
anniversary and an investment of £5.5m. 

The future for door handle manufacturer 
Huf Uk will be secure for at least a decade 
thanks to that investment. 

Huf, part of German parent the Huf 
Group, will be producing handles and asso¬ 
ciated electronics for all new Mercedes Benz 
models along with work for Jaguar Land 
Rover for the Evoque and Range Rover. 

Managing director Julian Dawes - who 
has been with the company for 10 years, the 
last 18 months as MD - said they had taken 
on 15 engineers, technicians and support 
staff as part of the new investment. The 


number employed at their site on the Black 
Country New Road, originally part of the 
giant Patent Shaft works, has risen to 255. 

Huf - Hulsbeck and Furst - opened its 
UK operation at Rosehill, Wednesbury, in 
the 1980s, moving to Owen Road, Wednes¬ 
bury, before opening its current site in Sep¬ 
tember 1997. At the new factory they 
constructed the group’s first automatic 
paint plant, which enabled them to produce 
colour coded parts. 

The Owen Road facility was shut down 
early in 2008 before the economic recession 
hit. 

“When it hit it didn’t hurt us because we 


had taken out costs and rationalised assem¬ 
bly. We were also able to retain our loyal and 
skilled employees,” explained Mr Dawes. 

“This year is one of transition for Huf UK 
with a lot of investment coming into the 
business with £4m of it supported by our 
customers. By the end of February the new 
kit will start running.” 

Huf UK will be supplying the new gener¬ 
ation Mercedes Benz S class next year and 
in 2014 the new C class and 2015 the new E 
class. 

Mr Dawes said currently 88 per cent of its 
production went for export. “That will 
change because we have a lot of business 


with JLR and also have other UK orders in 
the pipeline,” he said. “Our existing work¬ 
force will be here for the next 10 years 
because of the longevity of our products.” 

Huf UK expect output and turnover to 
both grow by 20 per cent by 2015. 

The development of new products has 
also been assisted by the development of 
Huf Uk’s own online data system which has 
seen screens put up around the 134,548sq ft 
factory and its five neighbouring units.

Thousands are hit as burst 
water main causes chaos

FAMILIES and businesses in Tip- 
ton have been getting back to 
normal after a dramatic flood 
which hit thousands of people. 

A burst water main left up to 3,000 people 
with no water. 

Two schools had to be closed, and there was 
traffic chaos after the burst under a road in 
Dudley Port. 

A major pipe 4ft underground was rup¬ 
tured, sending a fountain of water spraying 
8ft into the air and around 10 million litres 
of water gushing across streets and pave¬ 
ments. 

Homes in Smethwick, Tipton and West 
Bromwich lost water supplies after the pipe 
burst between Market Place and Lewis 
Street. 

Horseley Road remained closed until 
Monday between Horseley Heath Road and 
Toll End Road. 

South Staffordshire Water blamed the 
burst on road workers who they claim acci¬ 
dentally cut through the pipe with a saw. 

Damaged 

As the water flooded nearby businesses, 
shop workers in Market Place used brooms 
and sandbags to stop the water. 

Alison Evason, aged 41, owner of Alison’s 
Hair Studio, said it was the second time her 
business had flooded in recent years and 
said she was looking at a repair bill running 
into thousands of pounds. 

“I feel like crying,” she said. “Floors, car¬ 
pets, equipment - it is all damaged.” 

Dean Bateman’s pet shop, Pawfect Pets, 
also in Market Place, suffered hundreds of 
pounds of damage. 

“We battled to stop the water coming in 
but it was no good,” he said. 

Other shops to be flooded included Cake 
Land in Market Place. 

Owner Ann Haycock said they had been 
able to save stock but did not know if they 
would need to replace the floor. 

“We just went into panic stations,” said 
Ms Haycock. 

“It was all hands on deck. We just had to 
get everything out of harms way.” 

Residents had to do without water for 
about 90 minutes. 


Traffic stretched as far back as the island 
at Asda Great Bridge while water gushed on 
to pavements in the area. 

Two women in their 60s were seen remov¬ 
ing their shoes so they could wade through. 

Rood End Primary School and Newtown 
Primary School both closed due to problems 


with their water supplies and, as well as the 
homes that lost water, families in Wednes¬ 
bury, Tipton, Walsall and Darlaston also 
experienced water discolouration. 

Steve Coleman, manager of the Port ’n’ 
Ale pub in Horseley Heath, said water had 
flooded into his cellar. 


South Staffordshire Water spokesman 
Alex Martin said: “A third party not work¬ 
ing on behalf of South Staffs Water damaged 
a large main in Horseley Road, Tipton. 

“Customers are advised to flush their taps 
in order to remove any discolouration.” 

“We apologise for any inconvenience.”

MP urges a new code governing pubs 


PUB companies and their licensees 
should have a statutory code of prac¬ 
tice to boost the industry, a Black 
Country MP has said. 

West Bromwich West MP Adrian 
Bailey said there was “something 
profoundly wrong within the indus¬ 
try” as he spoke of the closures of 
pubs around the country. 

The current code of practice that 
governed the relationship between 


them was, he said, “heavily weighted 
in favour of the pub company”. Many 
publicans, he said, worked very long 
hours with some earning less than 
£15,000 a year. 

The chairman of the Commons 
Business, Innovation and Skills 
Select Committee said: “It’s hardly 
surprising that many of them just 
give up and the consequences of that 
are visible as we see pubs closing day 


by day. And the consequences are not 
just on the publicans, they are on the 
local communities that they serve.” 

He added: “There is obviously 
something profoundly wrong within 
the industry. There is now evidence 
to show that the business model gov¬ 
erning the relationship between the 
pub licensees and the pub companies 
is crucial to this.” 

Mr Bailey said the issue was about 


the “liberation of licensees” who 
were heavily regulated within their 
contractual relationship with pub 
companies. He added: “The sort of 
proposals we want for a statutory 
code would free them from some of 
these regulations. It would provide a 
basis by which some of our small 
businesses can demonstrate their 
talents and show how well they can 
serve the community.”

THE Government’s culture 
minister will not be drawn on 
whether or not a £600,000 
funding award for The Public 
arts centre was “wrong”. 

Black Country MP Chris 
Kelly has raised questions 
after Arts Council England 
said it would pump in 
£200,000 a year from 2012 
until at least 2015. 

However, in a response to 
the MR Secretary of State for 
Culture Ed Vaizey, said it was 
“not for the Government to 
intervene in funding deci¬ 
sions” by the Arts Council. 

The cash award was 
announced days after a 
report criticised Arts Council 
England for continuing to 
grant the £72 million centre 
more taxpayer’s cash as costs 
continued to spiral. 

Mr Kelly, MP for Dudley 
South, had asked what recent 
assessment the minister had 
made of the arts centre and if 
he would assess the findings 
of the report by Anthony 
Blackstock entitled The 
Public: Lessons learned by 
Arts Council England. 

Visitor numbers have 
nearly doubled at the centre. 
The gallery has seen more 
than 230,000 people through 
its doors up to the start of 
January, compared with 
126,000 last year - an 83 per 
cent increase. 


Concerns 

The revised plans were 
given the go-ahead by Coun¬ 
cillor Derek Rowley, the 
borough’s head of neigh¬ 
bourhood services. He said: 
“We aim to complete the 
work between May and 
August. We want to give sup¬ 
porters the chance to get 
used to the new parking 
arrangement and will be 
doing lots of advertising. 

“We have done our utmost 
to answer all concerns and 
this scheme will hopefully 
tackle dangerous parking on 
the central reserves.” 

Bosses originally planned 
420 match day parking bays 
to help the estimated 760 
fans who park on Kenrick 
Way. They will now provide 
620 spaces alongside the 
road, which will only have 
single red line restrictions to 
allow parking after 6.30pm, 
weekends and bank holi¬ 
days. 

Andrew Jamieson, man¬ 
aging director of the Kel- 
truck Scania dealership in 
Kenrick Way, said: “Hope¬ 
fully parking will be more 
controlled and monitored 
now on Kenrick Way.”

Job hunters lack skills to 
fill 200 BT call centre posts 


BT is struggling to fill more than 200 jobs at its 
flagship call centre in the Black Country, 
despite 1,500 people chasing the roles. The 
firm blames the poor standard of applications. 

Just 54 of 300 customer advisor positions up for grabs at 
the BT offices in West Bromwich have been filled. 


The news comes as unem¬ 
ployment is on the rise. In 
the West Midlands, the 
number of jobless stands at 
243,000. 

But a report by Transform 
Sandwell - a branch of 
Sandwell Council which is 
partnered with BT - reveals 
the standard of applications 
to Adecco, which is handling 
the recruitment for the new 
posts, has been disappoint¬ 
ingly weak. 

The posts, at the BT 
centre in Providence Place, 
offer salaries of up to 
£22,500. 

Quality 

But Fred Lynch, of Trans¬ 
form Sandwell, said: “We are 
not getting the quality of 
candidates we require.” 

The Telecoms giant said 
some applicants appeared to 
have misunderstood the 
nature of the jobs on offer. 

They seemed to think that 
had entry level jobs were 
available. 

But in fact the roles 
required more complicated 
customer service work.

Joining them at the 
event were members of Birming¬ 
ham Rowing Club, Tesco staff, and 
shoppers. The event was held at the 
store’s Nutri-Centre to launch a 
new energy drink. 


TORY plans to rake in more busi¬ 
ness rates from the 439 shops 
lying idle in Sandwell have been 
branded “unrealistic”. 

The toll of the economic downturn on the 
borough was revealed in figures which 
showed there are 439 empty commercial 
premises from which council chiefs are 
missing out on nearly £1.7 million business 
rates. 

Councillor Ray Nock, leader of the 
borough’s Tory opposition group, proposed 
massive reductions or rate-free zones to 
promote new ventures to fill the void. 

Labour Councillor Ian Jones, the cabinet 
member for jobs and economy, said there 
was no possibility of making such changes 
as levels of rates were set by Government. 

Discount 

He added: “It would also be unworkable 
to change business rates for some and not 
for others. The Conservative ideas which 
have been put forward here are unrealistic 
and based on speculation that there are 
people able to move into these empty office 
blocks and shops, if only for a discount. 

“If rates were to be lowered in one part of 
the borough, there would be a clamour in 
the places which are still paying the full 
amount and that would endanger the levels 
of rates coming in.” 

West Bromwich has been highlighted as 
having more shops standing empty than 
almost every other town of a medium size in 
the country.

TRIBUTES have been paid to 
Home Guard veteran Arthur 
Knowles who died just a month 
after his 90th birthday.

His son Peter, 
aged 59, of Great Bridge Road, said: “I 
remember him doing his rounds. He would 
visit those who had been off sick or had any 
problems. He would chat to people and was 
interested in them. He wanted to help the 
best he could. He was loved by everyone.” 

Wednesbury British Legion club secretary 
Linda Holl said Mr Knowles was a “much 
respected and highly regarded” member of 
the club. “He will be sorely missed.” 

Mr Knowles died on December 21 in 
Sandwell Hospital. His funeral took place on 
January 6.

BLACK COUNTRY woman Jenna 
Johnson is “frightened and 
angry” over the silicone breast 
implants health scare. 

Miss Johnson, aged 27, believed she was 
having saline implants fitted when she had 
an operation privately two years ago. But 
she has been horrified to learn that the 
implants were actually filled with non¬ 
medical grade silicone, and manufactured by 
now-closed French company Poly Implant 
Prostheses (PIP), which has hit the head¬ 
lines after health concerns were raised. 

Miss Johnson, of The Infield, Cradley 
Heath, had her operation at The Hospital 
Group’s Dolan Park cosmetic hospital in 
Bromsgrove. She said she took the advice of 
doctors when choosing the implants. 

She said she asked about having the 
implants removed but was told the hospital 
was following Government advice, which 
was that there is not enough evidence to rec¬ 
ommend routine removal. 

A statement on The Hospital Group’s 
website dated January 9, said: “The latest 
advice from the department of health con¬ 
tinues to be there is not sufficient evidence 
to recommend routine removal of PIP 
implants, women who are concerned should 
speak with their GR We would like to reas¬ 
sure you that the Hospital Group operates to 
the highest standards of clinical excellence.” 

It stressed licensing in the UK came from 
the MHRA, a Department of Health agency

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Proposal to revamp vacant 
land with shops is welcomed 


PROPOSALS for a new shopping 
development which is set to create 
more than 40 new jobs in Oldbury 
have been welcomed. 

The plan involves three retail units near the M5. 
Oldbury Developments wants to create the shops 
and anchor them with a DIY or bulky goods store 
at Wolverhampton Road, close to junction 2 of the 
motorway. 

If approved, the plans would revive a site that has 
been vacant for almost a decade. The scheme has 
been submitted for consideration to Sandwell 
Council. 

The development would be opposite the Asda 


store and just a stone’s throw from the Birchley 
Island. 

The site, known as Oldbury Park, has been 
vacant for seven years and, despite having per¬ 
mission for trade counter units, a commercial car 
wash facility and tyre depot, it has not been devel¬ 
oped. 

Undeveloped 

A design and access statement has been sub¬ 
mitted by Birmingham-based RPS Planning & 
Development. 

The developers believe that due to the nearby 
showrooms, supermarket, retail warehouses and 
trade counters, the proposed retail use and its 


resulting jobs, would be appropriate for the site. 

The statement submitted by RPS says: “The 
application site has been undeveloped now for 
over seven years. 

“In order to boost the site’s attractiveness to 
the market the applicant has invested in a new 
junction arrangement. 

“The response is to provide a mix of commer¬ 
cially viable buildings capable of bringing the site 
forward in a way which complements and 
enhances surrounding uses.” 

Oldbury Councillor Mahboob Hussain, said: 
“As a local member I support the new proposals.” 


Increase in cost of hiring 
council halls is defended 


A LEADING councillor has defended pro¬ 
posals to put up the price of hiring commu¬ 
nity centres in Sandwell. 

Cash-strapped Sandwell Council is con¬ 
sidering increasing the price of halls and 
rooms in the borough to help claw back 
almost £100,000. 

Explaining the reasoning behind the 
increase, Councillor Linda Horton, 
Sandwell’s cabinet member for leisure serv¬ 
ices, said: “In an ideal world we would not 
increase any fees, but the council is strug¬ 
gling with massive Government cuts in its 
services. 

“On top of that there has also been an 
increase in the cost of their utility services.” 

Councillor Horton added the increase had 
been kept as low as possible. 

And even with that taken into account, 


she insisted that she thought the charges 
were remaining competitive. 

The proposals mean the price of hiring 
large halls such as at West Bromwich Com¬ 
munity Centre or Yew Tree Community 
Centre would cost £32.20 at weekends and 
bank holidays. 

They now cost £30.70. 

Weekday daytime costs would be £10.50 
between 9am and 5pm, Monday to Friday - 
a rise of 50p. 

Weekday evening costs would rise from 
£17.20 to £18.10. 

At medium-sized halls, such as Tipton 
Muslim Centre and Tanhouse Community 
Centre, weekends and bank holiday hire 
cost would be £30 compared with £21.90 
currently.

A SUPERMARKET worker who 
ran a £40,000 racket modifying 
Xbox game consoles to play fake 
games has been ordered to do 
180 hours unpaid work. 

Jemmane McDonald, aged 25, sold fake 
games and used the money he made to buy a 
Honda car, television and designer clothes. 

Judge John Wait was persuaded not to jail 
McDonald at Wolverhampton Crown Court 
this week after hearing how the defendant 
had co-operated with investigators. 

“You are 25 and, I suspect, part of a gen¬ 
eration that does not realise the seriousness 
of what you did,” said the judge. “You now 
know, from the investigation that has had to 
take place as a result of your conduct, that it 
is regarded as a very serious.” 

He added: “You are not somebody who 
carried out the operation on a sophisticated 
scale, you have no previous convictions and 
you come from a good home.” 

Advertised 

The court heard how McDonald, who lives 
with his elderly mother in Clent View in 
Smethwick and works at Asda in Cape Hill, 
advertised his services through a website 
called www.monsterbackups.com for a 
period of just over 20 months, to March 
2010. He was caught after a trading stan¬ 
dards officer posing as a customer paid him 
£30 to modify an Xbox and £20 for five fake 
games. A warrant was served and his modi¬ 
fying equipment and fake games were 
seized. 

McDonald pleaded guilty to 28 counter¬ 
feiting offences. Mr Mark Jackson, prose¬ 
cuting, said McDonald’s net profit had been 
calculated as being £38,845 but added: “In 
the scheme of these sort of cases, it was a rel¬ 
atively unsophisticated operation.”

Mighty Mercedes puts the capital E into epic 


THE WORD ‘epic’ is probably 
overused these days, and most 
of the time the context in which 
it’s used lacks gravitas. 

Step into the world of the CLS63 AMG, 
though, and you remember what the word 
is there for. For a start, it’s just about five 
metres long and, fitted with AMG wheels 
and body styling, it’s a beast. 

Yes the saloon boot is huge, and yes it’s a 
practical and safe Mercedes, but there are 
more than a few exterior touches - cue four 
exhausts through which the most breath¬ 
taking noise escapes - that really get the 
juices flowing. 

The AMG division has always prided 
itself on making its cars sound incredible. 

The 6.2-litre naturally aspirated V8 
engine, one of the best-sounding engines 
ever made and still available in the C63 
AMG and SLS AMG, has been replaced by 
a 5.5-litre twin-turbocharged unit. 

It’s technically for the sake of emissions 
and fuel economy, both of which have been 
improved a lot by the switch, but the 
bottom line when you tick the option box 
marked ‘AMG Performance Package’ is 



that power stands at 550bhp, along with 
an incredible 800NM of torque - that’s 
5901b.ft in old money. As standard the 
figures are 518bhp and 5161b.ft. 

The noise is equally amazing. Inside the 
car the occupants, up to four people, hear a 
muted V8 rumble. But anyone outside it - 
especially behind it - is treated to a thun¬ 
derously loud, effortlessly deep and glori¬ 
ously exciting cacophony from the 
exhausts, punctuated by pops and crackles 
when the driver lifts off the throttle. 

Celebrated 

It’s less hard-edged than that of the 
older 6.2, but boy is it still a noise to be cel¬ 
ebrated. 

The model I tested had been kitted out 
with an astonishing amount of options, 
some of which make more sense than 
others. 

The AMG Performance package is great, 
but expensive at around £6,500, while the 
paint alone, from the special ‘designo’ cat¬ 
alogue, costs £4,500. It’s lovely, but not 


that different from standard metallic to 
untrained eyes. 

In fact, this car, which costs more than 
£80,000 to begin with, had a total of 
£26,000 worth of extras, taking the final 
asking price comfortably into six figures. 

It’s really got to justify those kinds of 
numbers, so let’s start with performance. 

If you have a disused airfield handy, the 
performance is, well, epic. Even if the 
tarmac is dry, in temperatures around 
freezing the rear wheels will spin if you 
push the throttle hard. 

Keep it pinned and you’ll get violent and 
relentless acceleration, right up to a point 
at Autobahn-only speeds where your fear 
reflexes overtake your willpower, or you 
hit the 155mph speed limiter. 

Inside the cabin it’s good news for 
whoever wrote the cheque, because the 
build quality and standard of materials is 
outstanding; thoroughly worthy of an 
£80,000 car. 

Almost infinitely adjustable heated and 
cooled leather seats are an optional extra 
well worth going for. As far as luxurious 
places to sit go, the CLS63 with its leather- 
trimmed dashboard and suede-covered 



pillars is up there with the finest. But amid 
all this desperately desirable luxury, it’s 
still a practical Mercedes. The COMAND 
multimedia system is among the easiest 
and most enjoyable to use, even if the 
menu tabs do look a little dated. 

The ride is generally good, given the size 
of the wheels. 

Performers 

It doesn’t like sharp bumps, such as 
sunken manhole covers, but at high speed 
its not inconsiderable weight is controlled 
really very well. Thankfully the brakes are 
also top performers. 

Leg room for rear passengers is as abun¬ 
dant as they could wish for this side 
a long-wheelbase S-Class limou¬ 
sine. It’s a thoroughly comfort¬ 
able environment to 
relax in while the 
lucky driver , 

enjoys him or 
herself. The 
boot will 

swallow four 
people’s 
luggage greed¬ 


ily, whether it’s golf clubs or suitcases. The 
thing is, with such a well-equipped car 
packed with options as this one is, any 
shortfalls are obvious. 

The standard stereo unit is good, but it 
somehow lacks the punch to match the 
visual and accelerative impacts the car 
makes. Better to upgrade to the Harman 
Kardon system, which with a few tweaks 
among the settings offers top-drawer 
sound quality. 

Everything about the CLS63 AMG is 
epic.

He said: “In my eyes, Max would have 
been a harder fight than Rose, he’s someone 
who has never got to where he should have. 

“He knocked Rose out, yet Rose comes 
back to win the English and British titles, 
that’s the madness of boxing. 

“My fight with Max fell apart because the 
board ordered me to have an eliminator,” 
said Ball. “I am just not getting the opportu¬ 
nities,” he added. 


Day of promise ends with 
another familiar outcome 


THE HAWTHORNS is hardly proving to be home sweet home for 
Albion. A seventh home Premier League defeat this season shows the 
Baggies have yet to eliminate their self-destructive tendencies. 

Recent years have proven their ability to raise fans’ expectations is exceeded only by 
their capacity to shoot themselves in the foot, writes Steve Madeley. 

And so it proved again on Saturday as they allowed another fabulous opportunity to slay 
their Hawthorns demons to slip through their grasp. 


The latest giveaway on home turf showed 
that even wily manager Roy Hodgson’s side 
are not immune from the bad habits that 
bedevilled the teams of Tony Mowbray and 
Roberto Di Matteo. 

Albion played well enough and carved out 
enough clear-cut openings to claim victory 
with something to spare. That they ended 
up with a seventh home league defeat of the 
season highlighted the carelessness that is 
threatening to turn what might have been 
an enjoyable mid-table campaign into 
another tense relegation fight. 

Only Bolton and Blackburn have suffered 
more defeats at home than Hodgson’s men 
this season and no team in the Premier 
League has netted fewer goals than the 
Baggies on their own territory. 

Even allowing for the best away record in 
the bottom half of the division, Hodgson and 
Co cannot expect to climb away from the rel¬ 
egation scrap without improving their for¬ 
tunes at The Hawthorns. 

Fortune 

Yet once more on Saturday, things could 
have been so different. 

There were two fine saves from John 
Ruddy, a moment of good fortune for the 
Canaries keeper and a vital goal-line clear¬ 
ance from former Wolves midfielder Andrew 
Surman to help increase the agony for a 
frustrated home faithful. 

Then there was the all-too-familiar defen¬ 
sive naivety. Both Norwich goals came when 
the visitors sprang from promising Albion 
attacks. 

Hodgson will have been especially upset 
at the nature of Saturday’s defeat. But, as 
Hawthorns regulars will testify, he is not the 
first Albion gaffer of recent times to be frus¬ 
trated by the team’s perennial Achilles heel. 

Sucker-punches brought defeat in a game 
they should have won at home to Wigan and 
losses to Stoke and Everton when draws 
were the least they should have collected. 

And once again at the weekend they were 
architects of their own downfall. First, they

contrived to reach half-time 1-0 behind 
despite a dominant 45-minute display in the 
opening half. 

An early shot from distance by Peter 
Odemwingie was misjudged by a diving 
Ruddy, who saw his half-save rebound onto 
the crossbar. 

A fine move midway through the half 
ended with FA Cup hat-trick hero Simon 
Cox denied superbly by a sprawling Ruddy. 

And a sweet volley from outside the 
penalty area from James Morrison was 
blocked on the line by Surman. 

Only a messy mix-up between Ben Foster 
and Gareth McAuley offered any encourage¬ 
ment for the Canaries, who saw the Baggies 
keeper’s clearance hit Steve Morison and 
trickle against the woodwork. 

Yet two minutes before the break a poor 
touch by Cox saw an Albion attack break 
down in the Norwich box and the visitors 
broke through Simeon Jackson with Wes 
Hoolahan’s eventual cross volleyed home by 
Surman. 

Shane Long’s return from injury as a 
second-half Albion substitute looked set to 
add the finishing touch to their pleasing 
build-up play. First the Irishman drew 
another brave save from Ruddy, then he dis¬ 
patched a cool penalty after Jerome 
Thomas’s dart at goal was blocked by a 
Daniel Ayala lunge that, on another day, 
might have earned the Spaniard a red card. 

At 1-1 the Baggies looked the likeliest 
winners, yet again they surrendered the ini¬ 
tiative as a heavy touch from Youssouf 
Mulumbu marked the end of a promising 
attacking move and the Canaries broke for 
their winner. Grant Holt’s ability to race 
down the Baggies left will have worried 
Hodgson, as will the freedom Morison had to 
head home his cross at the far post. 

Another day of promise had a depress- 
ingly familiar outcome.

Truman's 
chance 
to take 
on champ 

ASTON’S Chris Truman 
has been handed a shot at 
Midlands light welterweight 
champion Dave Ryan at the 
end of March. 

The two will collide at the 
top of the bill for the area 
title at Meadowside Leisure 
Centre, Burton, on March 
31. 

It’s a first title shot for 
“the Trumanator” after 10 
pro outings and represents a 
permanent shift up a weight 
class to light welter. 

Ryan is the favourite but 
Truman could be underesti¬ 
mated, due to a 5ft 5in 
stature which the 27-year- 
old insists belies his 
strength. 

A display of punching 
power led to his first stop¬ 
page win last September, 
three months after he lost 
his undefeated record in one 
round against Lee Jennings.

“If he comes to fight, I will 
look to box, I am not looking 
for a war. I want to get my 
jab working and use my 
range, if I can do that the 
power will come with it. 

“I know I can punch, my 
coaches are always telling 
me how hard I hit.” 

Guiseppe Daprato can 
testify that Truman has a 
puncher’s chance, after he 
was blown out in five rounds 
at the Tower Ballrooms, 
Birmingham. 

That went some way to 
easing the pain of that col¬ 
lapse to Jennings, but 
Truman insists lessons have 
been learned. 

Baguley would have been 
the biggest scalp of all - and 
Truman insists he won the 
fight. 

He said: “Light welter is 
my natural weight, I feel 
strong. I have never, ever felt 
good boxing at anything 
else. 

“I have had two fights 
since my defeat, so that’s in 
the past now, but it’s defi¬ 
nitely done me good. 

“It’s made me use my 
brain a bit more, instead of 
just throwing shots. I feel 
better, stronger and I look 
bigger now, everyone says 
so.”
